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Conquest Of Poverty 


By G. G. McGEER

Analyzing fully what the’return to the gold 
standard meant, Keynes declared that its pur- 
pose was “to restrict credit,” “reduce wages” 
and to bring about “a deliberate intensification 
of unemployment” which will result in a “great 
depression.” 


Time has proven Kitson and Keynes correct 
in their exposure of the diabolic inhumanity of 
the orthodox policy of the gold party which the 
academic economists call “sound money.” 

Everyone is now aware of the unemploy- 
ment and the reduction in wages that the return 
to the gold standard has exacted since 1925. 
But let us look for a moment at the interna- 
tional situation which the gold standard was 
supposed to put on a basis of automatically 
regulated progress. 


The Race for Gold 


The return to gold in the post-war period 
created an unparalleled race for gold. Each 
government endeavored to establish a favorable 
balance of trade payable in gold. In the vain 
endeavor to avoid national bankruptcy, every 
nation engaged in a suicidal attempt to estab- 
lish national solvency at the price of national 
bankruptcy to its neighbors. International trade 
on a basis of fair exchange gave way to eco- 
nomic warfare waged with tariffs, dump duties, 
trade embargoes, bonuses and depreciated cur- 
rencies. This inane and futile struggle brought 
about the collapse of international trade. In this 
made race for gold, the United States, being 
the largest creditor nation, won, but instead of 
bringing prosperity, success in this particular 
instance was attended by unparalleled calamity. 

The Fruits of Greed 

When the crash came it started, quite 

naturally, in the New York Stock Exchange. It 


swept rapidly through Europe and into Great 
Britain, and by 1932 the economic chaos which 


was sweeping over the world engulfed the 
United States in a condition of bankruptcy, 
destitution and unemployment more serious 


than that which existed in Europe. The Amer- 
ican banking system, supported by the greatest 
accumulation of gold ever concentrated in one 
nation, collapsed in a state of abject helpless- 
ness and impotent bankruptcy. In the wake of 
the disaster, respectability gave way in the age- 
old conflict with poverty. An uncontrollable 
wave of crime gripped the United States. In 
desperation the government set up a National 
Crime Commission and it reported the crime 
calendar of the United States for the year 1933 
as follows 

“12,000 murders, 50,000. robberies, 100,- 
000 assaults, 3,000 kidnappings, 5,000 case of 
arson and 40,000 burglaries.” 

Thus was fulfilled the prophecy made in 
1876 by the Monetary Commission of the United 
States Congress, which was appointed under 
a joint commission to investigate and report 
upon the consequences of the demonetization 
f silver by Congress in the Coinage Act of 
1873, which had passed almost unnoticed during 
that year That commission, among other 
things, reported as follows: 

“Finally, the commission believes that 
the facts that Germany and the Scandin- 
avian States have adopted the single gold 
standard, and that some other European 
nations may possibly adopt it, instead of 
being reasons for perseverance in the 
attempt to establish it in the United States 
are precisely the facts which make such an 
attempt entirely impracticable and ruinous. 
If the nations on the continent of Europe 
had the double standard, a gold standard 
would be possible here, because, in that 
condition, they would freely exchange gold 
for silver. It was that condition which en- 
abled England to resume specie payments 
in gold in 1821. The attainment of such a 
standard becomes difficult precisely in pro- 
portion to the number and importance of 
the countries engaged in striving after it; 
and it is precisely in the same proportion 
that the ruinous effects of striving after it 
are aggravated. To propose to this country 
a contest a gold standard with the 
European nations is to propose to it a dis- 
astrous race, in reducing the price of labor 
and commodities, in aggravating the bur- 
dens of debt, and in the diminution and 
concentration of wealth, in which al] the 
contestants will suffer immeasurably, and

The Awakening 


It is difficult to understand how a Christian 
civilization in whose sacred books the worship 
of gold, usury and the love of money are all 
condemned, could remain blind and indifferent 
to the warnings that have been offered.

Disillusioned by bankruptcy 
we ar forced to the conclusion that the 
secrecy and mysticism long accepted as evidence 
of the involved and scientific nature of the 
bankers’ administration of the currency and 
credit was just 60 much “hokus pokus.” The 
day has now passed when the legerdemain tac- 
tics of the bankers have power to deceive. The 
sweep of monetary activity during the war and 
post-war periods has effectively brought the 
private money system out into the open. The 
size of the financial operations during those 
periods produced somewhat similar results to 
those made possible through the invention of 
the microscope. Financial operations become so 
vast that it is no longer possible to conceal by 
a unique combination of cabalistic jargon and 
superior silence the nefarious nature of the pri- 
vate money system's operations

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Diabetes Mellitus 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In diabetes melNtus the body no longer burns 
Sugar properly. This refers not only to sugar 
foods but also to such foods as starches, which 
are changed, by digestion, into sugar. You will 
find that the crux of the disease is sugar—all 
of the symptoms turn about this one point like 


a wheel around a hub. There 
cannot be a discussion of this 


disease without mentioning 
sugar. The main symptoms 
are the finding of excess 


sugar in the blood and in the 
fluid out-put of the kidneys. 
Even the term mellitus means 
“honey,” or “sweet,” while 
diabetes means “to flow 
through.” A liberal interpre- 
tation is “the flowing through 
of sugar,” which is a good 
explanation as in this disease, sugar does actu- 
ally flow uncontrolled through the body. 

While diabetes is growing more common, it 
need not be as serious as it used to be, the 
reason being that we know how to treat it by 
means of the right diet, so that the patient may 
look forward to enjoying a comfortable, busy 
life. Fortunately, periodic examinations are 
now fairly common and bring about the dis- 
covery of diabetes before it has advanced to the 
later stages. The earlier this disease is found 
and treated, the better the results. 


Two types of diabetes are known, but the 
one which I will discuss today is diabetes melli- 
tus, the more serious disorder. This disease is 
most common in the fifties, attacks more men 
than women, is most frequent with those living 
in cities, and is cften found among the Jewish 
race. Since 9 out of 10 who become diabetic 
are over-weight, long before the disease appears, 
it has been called a disease of feeding and fat- 
ness. I am convinced that the chief cause of 
diabetes mellitus is the continued use of an 
excessive amount of carbohydrates, both in the 
form of sugar and starch. Such over-consump- 
tion brings on obesity and also throws a strain 
on the organs of digestion, including the pan- 
creas. When excessive amounts of sugar are 
found in the waste from the kidneys, this is 
a sure sign that the pancreas is unable to handle 
the large quantity of carbohydrates which the 
patient has been using.

The pancreas provides the body with a 
special substance which is then available for 
burning up sugar. This substance is insulin, and 
has a tremendous value in the body. A healthy 
human being is able to manufacture all of the 
insulin needed to burn up a reasonable amount 
of sugar. Ofter a limited amount of sugar can 
be handled, even after the pancreas is ddmaged 
but the patient is unable to use the large amount 
of starchy and sugar food which he is in the 
habit of eating

middle age. If the proper dietary treatment i 
started in time, the symptoms do grow 
worse and may completely disappear. The sen- 
sible thing to do when diabetes is discovered is 
to take a water fast for a few days, which will 
be of benefit. The fast is to be followed by a 
restricted diet, and as long as the patient will 
faithfully adhere to the dietetic instructions, he 
will continue to improve. As a general rule 
the sugar disappears from the kidney elimina- 
tion while the patient is following a rigid diet.

Editor Bulletin: Mr. Aberhart
